The top civil servants’ union 
is wing up plans to allow 
for industrial action in the 
highest echelons of government 
departments.

Sir, Philip Howard tells us that he 
has been unable to find any evidence 
that the Titanic was hailed as “un- 
sinkable " until afrer ir sank. What 
he'means, as the subsequent citation 
of his sources makes clear, is that 
he found no evidence in contenipor* 
ary newspapers. 

But a special edition of tbe maga- 
zine Shipimilder in 1911 described 
the vessel's system of transverse 
bufkheads and watertight doors, 
pointing our that “ The Captain may, 
by simply moving anı electric switch, 
iastantly close the daors throughout 
and make the vessel practically 
onsinkable.” O 

This reputation seems to haye 
gorten round’ to the passengers.

consequence of years of sacial 
neglect. IF all immigration were 
brought to an abrunt halt. and every 
ãimmigrant were to leiçe the country 
tomorrow, nur social and economic 
problems would remain to be solved, 
and we would soon be scurrying 
about in search of other scapegoats.

Professor Waller Simon, 
CBE, FBA, who died on Febru- 
ary 22, ar the age of 87, was 
Emeritus Professor of Chinese 
in the University of London. 

„ Ernst Julius Walter Simon 
was born in Berlin on June 10, 
1893. He studied romance ard 


al philology zat the uri 
there from 1911 to 1914, 
and in 1919 entered the library 


professio! Afrer a year or 
0 iel. be served until 
1935 at his old university. Herê 
he built up a parallel career ùs 
a Sinalogis, studying uader the 
Orte Franke. From 192 
e was lecturer, and from 1932 
to 1934 Extraordinary Professor 
of Chinese. He spent the year 
1932-33 on exchange service 
-Îıwirh the National Library in, 
Peking. Simon’s return to 
Europe coincided with the rise 
of the Nazi party in Germany, 
and, likèê many others, hë was 
penalized because of his 
origins, In 1934 bis uenia fegendi 
was withdrawn, ard in 1935his 
.library career was prematurely 
terminated. In 1936 he came 
to England with help from the 
Academic Assistance Council, 
.aad received academic hospita- 
lity at the University of 
London. From 1936 he was 
lecturer in Chinese at the 
School of Oriental and African 
Studies, from 1938, Reader, and 
from 1947 to 1960 he occupied 
.a chair of Chinese.
